How do you begin to speak of a lifetime of marginality? Where are the words to 
describe the agony of being an alien among your own people? And when that sweet day 
comes when you can begin to trust that your aren’t alone, what do you call the crazy sen- 


sations humming through your body? 


My lessons in the “politics of difference” began long before | came to understand 
what it means to be a lesbian and to sense what it’s like to be a gay man. | spent my im- 
pressionable years in a working-class neighborhood in East Palo Alto. It was there that | 
heard the word “nigger” for the first time. | didn’t know what the word meant. | only 
understood the evil look on the white face and the snarled mouth trying to spit.out a bad 


taste. 

A girlfriend, whose name the years have 
taken away from me, was regularly beaten by 
her father for playing with me. Yet each time, 
after several painful days of shameful avoid- 
ance of one another, she and | would reaffirm 
our mutual loyalty..and plot her father’s 
demise. 

Our household moved. from that predomi- 
nantly black environment the summer before | 
started fifth grade. It was in a nice new white 
environment that | acquired the ability to stand 
my ground (street fighting skills); to speak my 
mind to “white folks” (be uppity and arrogant);

and unabashedly challenge and prove false no- 
tions of white superiority (forgot my place). 

By my second quarter of college, | had built 
the reputation of being an articulate and uppity 
woman who took no shit from no body. The fact 
that | was also black added fuel to many a per- 
son’s fire. 

It took three years of going to school, getting 
married, and having a child before | could see 
my way Clear to deal with my sexuality. People 
around me viewed me as some kind 
of anomally. White women and men found 
me fascinating because | was not their 
stereotypic black. Black women and men 
were frustrated because | was not their 
stereotypic black woman. Both segments 
viewed me as “radical”. Neither wanted me 
in too close, but by making my skills and 
talents available to both, | managed to carve 
a place for myself. 

To come out meant to be that much more 
radical. That much more an outsider. 

Because of what | viewed as my expen- 
dibility, the thought of risking what little | 
had terrified me. But the desire to reveal 
myself to myself had become overwhelming. 
| had left my husband, and it was acceptable 
to be “dating” again. The majority of the 
men | went out with were gay. They took me 
to the bars and to parties, making sure | met 
every available dyke they knew.

“| feel like I've been in training for this 
tour for the past eight years,” says Margie 
Adam of the cross-country series of perfor- 
mances that will bring her to Zellerbach 
Auditorium on the UC-Berkeley campus, Fri- 
day, October 10° 

The tour, Margie Adam: On the Road for 
Women’s Rights is sponsored by the Na- 
tional Women’s Political Caucus, a multi- 
purpose organization of more than 45,000 
members across the country, devoted to 
electing political candidates who support 
feminist issues and pressing for passage of 
legislation that promotes and insures the 
rights of all women. Its first priority is ERA 
ratification. 

“As far as | know this is the first time an 
entire tour has been done to focus attention 
on the Equal Rights Amendment,” says 
Adam, who views 1980 as ‘“‘an absolutely 
crucial year for the ERA” and her con- 
certs—comprised of her vocals and piano 
music—as “an active celebration of those 
women and supportive men who have been 
working for years” to secure ratification of 
the amendment. (Adam’s concerts also raise 
money to that end.) 

“The most outrageous city on the tour so 
far was Birmingham, Alabama. | gave 16 in- 
terviews while | was there. All the papers, 
radio, and t.v. wanted to know what | was 
going to do. 

“They thought !| was going to give a lec- 
ture on ERA or sing songs full of what they 
thought of as feminist rhetoric. It was in- 
teresting to watch the interviewers and my 
audience getting over their wariness. During 
the break between the first and second sets, 
the mayor of Birmingham sent a represen- 
tative to present me with the Key to the City . 
... Outrageous! | still don’t know what to do 
with it.” 


Adam’s music doesn’t fit any of the ob- 
vious contemporary categories. It’s not rock. 
It’s not jazz, and it’s not top of the pops. Her 
major influence was classical, and most of 
the tunes seem to be mid-tempo affairs built 
around that oddity of oddities, a light 
melody. She describes most of her lyrics as 
“whimsical.” 

“But don’t get me wrong,” she adds. “‘I en- 
joy the energy of an audience. A lot of what 
the whole cultural experience of a concert is 
about is. the release of energy by everyone 
present. | love that. | want that. | work to get 
it going, and because my melodies are ac- 
cessible, it’s easy for people to sing along 
spontaneously.

“| think it’s necessary now for us, us 
women, to reach out beyond the community 
of people who agree with the need for fun- 
damental change. We have to touch people 
who don’t agree, or who agree with some 
things and not others. We have to find a 
language that can make emotional issues 
clear to people who are confused by what 
they misperceive as the issues.” 

Adam also says she welcomes supportive 
men both in the struggle for equal rights and 
at her concerts, but she’s convinced that 
“right now it is women who are on the cut- 
ting edge of redefining values in music and 


in the whole culture. We should celebrate 
that! Someday that will change, and what is 
now ‘women’s music’—music that supports 
values of caring and nurturing—will be the 
music of the culture as a whole.” 

When asked, as she invariably is, if her 
music is “political” (few of her songs have 
overtly political lyrics) Adam _ replies, 
“Culture is a translation of politics. If 
politics is about power—who has it, who 
wants it, what they’ll do to get it—then my 
music is no more or less political than music 
on the radio today.” 

Composer and pianist Adam understands 
power. It can be found in her musical 
philosophy: ‘Music is pitched wind. Pitched 
wind is an airborne reflection of the human 
spirit....Music has the power to slip by the in- 
tellectual barriers that lyrical content con- 
fronts, and to travel straight to the heart.” 

On powerand her performance style: “It’s 
been a contradiction in terms for a woman to 
take command of her instrument. Women 
have been taught to ‘play on’ the piano, to 
‘play at’ the piano, but rarely to ‘play with’ 
the piano. To become an extension of this 
instrument, to take hold of its 88 keys and 
shake the living daylights into them—this 
has been my approach.”

Speaking of theatre, and if you weren't, 
you should have been, the fare offered this 
season by our local gay theatre companies 
promises enough variety to please nearly 
everybody. There'll: be several world pre- 
mieres; extended runs of old favorites; and 
a few surprises here and there, so take.your 
pick this fall and enjoy, enjoy. 

Theatre Rhinoceros opened its season 
last month with the West Coast premiere of 
Doric Wilson’s farce, Forever After, to aud- 
iences so enthusiastic that the company 
has had to add extra performances to its 
current run at the Goodman Building in San 
Francisco. 

And this month, Rhino presents the 
world premiere of Power Lines, by Santa 
Monica playwright Joel Schwartz. The play 
is triptych—three smaller related plays 
within the whole play—described as ‘“‘a 
look through lesbian and gay eyes at het- 
erosexism and power games.” 

“We're very excited about doing Power 
Lines,”’says Allan Estes, Rhino’s artistic 
director, “and we’re also pretty lucky. If 
we'd waited much longer before deciding 
to do it, it wouldn’t be a world premiere, 
because other groups around the country 
were interested in it, too.” 

Estes is very strong on presenting new 
gay plays and, particularly, new gay play- 
wrights. “It’s important that it gets out 
there...that the public sees gay plays, 
hears about gay playwrights, and of course 
it’s healthy for us to do them; it helps us 
grow tremendously.” 

Power Lines runs from October 25 
through November 22, to be followed by 
Noel Grieg’s and Alex Harding’s The Dear 
Love of Comrades, opening in December. 
Martin Worman, onetime member of The 
Cockettes and a co-founder of the Gay 
Men’s Theatre Collective, will guest-direct 
the Rhino production of Dear Love—a play- 
with-music about Edward Carpenter, late 
19th century English poet, philosopher, 
socialist, and, Estes adds, “one of the pro- 
pounders of the gay and feminist move- 
ments of that time.” 

Last, but definitely not least, Rhino will 
present Harvey Fierstein’s The Interna- 
tional Stud (which derives its title from a 
New York bar of the same name). “We've 
been trying for years to get the rights to it, 
and we. finally succeeded,” crows Estes. 
“It’s a stunning play. It’s poignant, it’s fun- 
ny, it’s entertaining, it makes you laugh, it 
makes you-try; it’s.just beautiful. We're real

male costumes, female, couples, and group 
costume.

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A celebration of the Celtic New Year in 
Bolinas? 

That’s what the Bay Area Fairy Circle 
plans to do, with rituals and costumes, on 
Samhain (also known as All Hallow’s Eve 
or Hallowe’en) this October 31st 

The Bay Area Fairies, an off-shoot of the 
recent Spiritual Gatherings for Radical 
Fairies held in Arizona and Colorado, see a 
need to reclaim aspects of our magical 
heritage and to formulate a strategy for 
the future combining the unique sen- 
sitivities of gay men, their humor and their 
exuberant silliness 

One local fairy, John Glavis, caretakes 
eleven acres of unspoiled land in Bolinas, 
which he believes appropriate for the 
gathering. In earlier times, the Miwok in- 
dians gathered herbs on the property but 
never lived there, because the vibrations 
of the sacred land were too intense. A 
nearby beach will be the actual site of the 
rituals, and fairies may camp out on the 
property afterwards 

Located on the Pacific Plate, it’s an area 
of land which many centuries ago broke 
off from Southern California, floated 
North and settled West of San Andreas. 

The lovely wilderness is sparsely 
populated by “burned out hippies and 
Nobel laureates,’’ according to 
Glavis— co-existing in a style which hasn't 
changed much since the 20’s 

In preparation for ‘‘a high old time”, Hal 
Hershey of Berkeley has opened his home 
for weekly fairy circles, where newcomers 
can get a sense of the fairy spirit and work 
on costumes for the celebration. 

“It’s good for us to get out of the city,” 
Hal says, “since this is a significant time 
for all fairies and witches to howl at the 
moon and carry on in nature.” 

Bill Hill, a Fairfax fairy busily compiling 
a national directory for fairies, says he 
hopes to see “sharing in a sensual and lov- 
ing, non-possessive way.” 

“One night. a group of about twelve 
fairies met at the corner of 18th and 
Castro, and the sight of a smiling circle of 
hugging men really lit up the area,” says 
Hill.

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Hallowe’en Safety

Hallowe'en in San Francisco is practically 
a municipal holiday. A time for Gays to strut 
and show their feathers—literally. 

It’s also a holiday characterized by anti- 
gay violence—increasingly so—and as the 
genteel activity of parading in costumes has 
moved in recent years from Polk Street to 
Castro, the violence partially respogsible for 
this move has followed the festivittes. 

In fact, Demian H.J. Damm, acting direc- 
tor of Community United Against Violence, 
claims the Castro district is the most 
dangerous place in the city for Gays. “Dur- 
ing the last six months,” says Damm, 
“reports of anti-gay violence reaching us 
have increased 290 percent.” 

Damm claims that while anti-gay violence 
has increased, it has also dispersed. CUAV 
now gets reports from all over the city. In- 
creasingly, weapons are playing a role in 
such assaults— baseball bats, rubber hoses, 
knives and even guns. 

Damm says attackers are becoming 
“more devious in their methods” and points 
as an example to a pair of thugs who heaped 
verbal abuse on gays up and down Castro 
Street, to provoke a fight. Chased away by 
some Gays, the punks ran to 18th and Coll- 
ingwood, “where it turns out six more were 
waiting in ambush.” 


TO AVOID ASSAULT 


“If you have a place to go on Hallowe’en,” 
Damm warns, “don’t go to the Castro. We 
aren’t sure yet whether we’ll have monitors 
on the streets. A private party would be the 
safest place.” 

Damm advances the following sugges- 
tions for Hallowe’en safety, for those intent 
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the white horse...a new leaf 


telegraph at 66th , berkeley / oakland 


on going to Castro Street: 

e Avoid side streets, and stay on the main 
drag. According to CUAV statistics, the 
most dangerous intersection for Gays in San 
Francisco is 19th and Collingwood. 

e Stay with at least one other person, if 
not more. 

eBeware of groups of straight or straight- 
acting men or women who are not in 
costume. 

e If you’re attacked, make a fuss. Scream. 
Shout. (Sixty percent of attackers will flee if 
the victim resists, according to a recent 
Stanford study.) 

e Rather than driving to Castro, CUAV ad- 
vises taking MUNI. Not only is parking a pro- 
blem, but to find parking you’d have to go to 
a side street. 


MUNI presents its own problems, 
however. “We all know how safe it is now,” 
says Damm. “And we’ve gotten a number of 
reports of MUNI personnel refusing to 
cooperate.” He cites an incident of two men 
trying to board a bus because they were be- 
ing chased. The driver is reported to have 
refused to let them board, because they 
were not at a designated MUNI stop. 

CUAV furnishes the following safety tips, 
not only for Hallowe’en, but for general use: 

"4. Don’t walk or jog alone. 

"2. Assaults are most frequent between 
8pm and 2am. 

"3. Most assaults occur on weekdays. 

"4. Buy, carry and use a whistle. 

"5. Assailants come in groups of 3 to 6 
young males. 

"6. Assailants are almost always on foot. 
(Walking, loitering) 

"7. If you’re faced with a group who have 
weapons, run toward lights and people. 

"8. If you can’t run, RESIST! 

"9. Join CUAV’s MACE and/or self- 
defense classes. Prepare. 

"10. If you’re threatened, hassled or 
assaulted, report it. Call UNITED-1 and

"11. Join CUAV. Call 864-8347.” 

If you’re the victim of even verbal abuse, 
report it to CUAV. They keep a record of vehi- 
cle license numbers, and send letters to the 
registered owners of autos used for queer- 
baiting, explaining that the vehicle was used 
in an illegal manner and that the number will 
be kept for future reference. 

Assaults on women are not usually anti- 
gay in nature, according to CUAV, but are 
anti-woman sexual assaults. But the same 
guidelines apply to women, says Damm. 
Beware. Resist. Make Noise. Report it.

Union Square 
Women’s rally 


Thousands of women will converge on 
downtown San Francisco this month for a 
night-time march and rally protesting 
violence against women and reaffirming 
women’s right to safety in the streets. 

“The fear of women alone will become the 
power of women united,” according to 
organizers of this year’s Take Back the Night 
March, slated for October 11. 

A similar march on the city’s Broadway 
porn district in 1978 drew some 5,000 par- 
ticipants; and Caryatis Cardea of this year’s 
Take Back the Night March Coalition 
believes at least as many women will show 
up for the 1980 protest. 

The Marchers will meet at SF’s Civic 
Center: at 7:30 pm, and wind their way 
through the Tenderloin District to Union 
Square for a rally featuring entertainers and 
speakers later that night. 

Cardea says the Coalition ‘doesn’t want 
the protest to be a one-time affair, but a 
springboard for future action (aimed at) en- 
ding all forms of violence against 
women”’—rape, wife battering, child abuse 
(including incest), medical violence, sexual 
harassment, degrading media images of 
women, verbal assault, weakening of women 
through socialization and fashion, and other 
actions women perceive as anti-women. 

Asked about the controversies surroun- 
ding films such as Dressed to Kill, and 
Cruising and Windows, Cardea said she’s 
“alarmed at the general tendency to rely on 
victimization of people as a form of enter- 
tainment.” But she stresses that march 
organizers aren’t calling for government cen- 
sorship of media and that the march has a 
broader focus than media. 

The march is of course a women’s 
event—an evening for women to feel their 
joint strength—for which reason the Coali- 
tion is making no effort to solicit men’s par- 
ticipation. Men wanting to support the 
group’s efforts can do so best by helping 
with childcare and fundraising. 

“Millions of women live with men,” Car- 
dea explains, — as a result of which phe- 
nomenon some women have proposed that 
women aré ‘‘colonized by their oppres- 
sors.’ We need for women to have this rare 
experience of meeting with each other to 
express their joint public concern.” 


The Coalition grew out of a meeting con- 
vened by Women Against Violence in Por- 
nography in the Media (WAVPM), and was 
created solely for the purpose of organizing 


this year’s march and rally. Its next major 
general meeting is October 6, (7:30pm, at the 
Women’s Building of the Bay Area (3543 
-18th St., San Francisco).

to myself. We are a diversity within a diversi- 
ty. And daily we come across non-black les- 
bians who are doubtful of our existence 
beyond the most visible few. There are 
definitely more than just a few of us locally 
and across the country. 

The isolation we experience takes many 
forms—as do our lifestyles, economics, 


politics and spiritual foci. With varying ’ 


degrees of difficulty, we’ve struggled to 
become visible to ourselves, one another, 
and within the black and lesbian/gay com- 
munities. 

Encouraged by networking which began 


last fall at the National Conference of Third. 


World Lesbians and Gay Men in 
Washington, D.C., black lesbians decided to 
further explore who we are; broaden our net- 
work; and begin to uncover the bank of skills 
which exist in our community.
